PAUL REVERED RIDE. 


Mrs. L. M. Cramer, in the Dearborn Independent, throws 
new light on the famous ride of Paul Revere made famous 
by Longfellow’s poem. 
While it does not detract from Re­ 
verers reputation, her account gives credit to others con­ 
nected with the exploit to whom credit is due but who have 
been almost forgotten with the flight of time. 
As this writer’s investigations prove, two others also rode 
that night, part of the time in company with Revere and it 
was one of these who carried the word to Concord, the final 
objective of all three while Revere was captured by the British 
and sent back to Boston before he completed his ride, a com­ 
panion* escaping, however, and carrying wrord to Concord that 
the British were coming and paving the way for the running^ 
battle that cost the British so* dearly the next day. 
According lo Mrs. Cramer the first rider wrho started on 
the ride that night w*as William Dawes. 
He w’as joined later 
by Revere and as the tw’o left Lexington after spreading the 
alarm they met Dr. Samuel Prescott w*ho joined them on the 
ride towards Concord. 
Shortly afterwards the three were 
captured by British officers but Daw’es and Prescott escaped 
and reached Concord. 
Revere w*as not so fortunate and w*as 
forced to return to Boston. 
Other important characters in the stirring drama seldom 
mentioned in accounts of the momentous events of that day 
were Capts. Tom Barnard and John Pulling who at the risk 
of their lives spied on the British until they learned of their 
plans and the route they would follow in leaving Boston. 
As had been arranged beforehand they communicated this 
information to Robert New man. sexton of Old North Church 
who took a long chance on being shot or hanged bysfhe 
British by hanging two lanterns in the church tower to signal 
Revere to start on his ride. 
The writer of this account states that a few* years ago 
*a p: ti* otic society placed a marker at w hat w*as supposed to 
be the grave of Dawes but no one even know's where any of 
the others except Revere are buried. 
Mrs. Cramer states that Longfellow ’s attention was called 
to the historical inaccuracies of his poem at the time it first 
appeared, but the poet replied that Paul Revere wfas a more 
poetical name than the others and as the poem would be 
forgotten in a few years the others would get their share of 
credit anyway. 
However, the poem has outlived the histories 
of the day. 
Paul Revered name has been heard in every 
land /md many memorials to his memory’ are to be found in 
and aiound Boston. 
The pubile has accepted the poem as 
historically accurate, thus working a great injustice on the 
others who were entitled to share with Revere the honors of 
the exploit.

this 
historic city, where once Frederick 
the Great, lover of animals, erected 
burial mounds for his favorite grey­ 
hounds directly outside Sans Souci 
castle, there bae been established a 
national training school for a type 
of dog conspieious 
for 
the Red 
Cross insigni carried on his harness 
-—the guide dog for blind soldiers. 
Infinite patience must be exercis­ 
ed by the two trainers in charge to 
prepare the dogs for their task. 
Those selected -are almost invariably 
female shepheards. 
It has been 
found that female dogs are the only 
dependable qnes. Males are apt to 
forget their duties when they see a 
good chance for a fight. With the 
female the maternal instinct, tho 
feeling of caring affestionately for 
the blind master, is uppermost. 
Ruecker and Wee hurling. the two 
trainers of the Potsdam kennel, put 
the dogs through a rigid course of 
training in which, however, the whip 
Is never applied. The dog must learn 
to walk slowly, to obey the master’s 
every word to fetch things for him 
when desired, not only to avoid the 
holes and projections and ditches 
dangerous to itself but also to pull 
the master over far enought for 
him also to avoid danger. Supposing. 
for instance, there is a projecting 
mail box. It is no hindrance to the 
dog, but the animal must be taught 
that its master should be so led as 
to avoid running into ’t. These dogs 
must also learn to guage the speed 
of traffic so as to indicate to their 
m aster whether it is safe to cross 
the street. 
When the time has come for the 
dog to pass Its final examination the 
trainer harnesses the dog and bids 
it 
lead 
its 
teacher, 
whose 
eyes 
are tied for the purpose, through 
Potsdam. The trainer eau then tell 
whether the dog has mastered the 
technique of leading. 
Next 
the prospective master is 
sent for. All blind persons who de­ 
sire a 
guide dog 
must take 
up 
residence in the training school for 
a period of six weeks, so that the 
master and dog may get used to 
each othc*. Not always is the dog 
first selected for a particular blind 
man the proper one for that per­ 
son. 
Psychological 
factors 
play 
a 
great role in this matter. During the 
six-week trial period, the shepherd 
dog 
remains 
at 
the 
prospective 
m aster’s side day aud night. 
Few persons perhaps realize that 
the task for a dog of acting as 
guide to a blind man is a nerve 
racking one. The Potsdam trainers 
figure 
that 
no 
guide 
dog lasts 
longer than four or five years. After 
that it is a nervous wreck. There 
have been numerous cases on record 
of such 
dogs 
going 
crazy from 
actual nervousness.

More than $670,000 will he saved 
yearly to Oklahomans on telephone 
and telegraph taxes, after midnight 
July 2, when the federal levy will 
be removed, according to officials

panies. 
The saving to telephone users will 
almost reach a million dollars and 
message senders will *^ve more than 
$150,000 a year. 
According to R. J. Benzel, Okla­ 
homa City, general manager of the 
Southwestern 
Bell 
company, 
the 
greatest saving will 
be on short 
distance calls which make up the 
greater part of long distance busi­ 
ness. The federal tax is five cents 
on all 
tolls between

and

cents and IO cents on all tolls of 
more than £0 cents. It is hereto 
fore proportionately larger on short 
calls, Benzel said. The removal of 
that will reduce the toll, the great-

STOCKHOLM, — The socializing 
of ail Swedish government railroads 
and their operation as an independ 
ent business corporation, has been 
planned by the government sociali­ 
zation committee in a voluminous 
report just published, which is a 
rousing nation-wide discussion. 
The committee recommends that 
the roads continue to be owned by 
the government, which is to supply 
the working capital and to reserve 
the right of inspection, but that 
the 
actual 
business 
be continued 
in general as done by private cc* 
porations. 
Thus the wages and sal­ 
aries of employes would no longer 
be decreed by the government, but 
would be agreed upon after bargain­ 
ing by both sides. The workman 
would, naturally, have the right to 
strike. 
The 
program 
under 
the 
new scheme would be to conduct 
only such traffic as proves financ­ 
ially profitable, while at the same 
time only the covering of costs will 
be aimed at instead of high profits. 
The administration of the rail­ 
roads under the new plan is to be 
done partly by an assembly of 29 
members, and partly by a board of 
seven directors. 
Nine members of 
the assembly are to be chosen by 
the government, eight by the Riks­ 
dag, six by the employes, and sly 
by 
various 
outside 
corporations 
which 
represent public traffic in­ 
terests. This assembly would elect 
the board of directors, which make 
an decisions regarding wages aud 
tariffs.
